And this is true
not only of the large cities, but of
many towns, where the Increase In the
value of land has made the apart-
ment house the most profitable form
of investment for the landlord. In the
crowded portions of the great cities
the situation has not changed, as far
as the housing of many familles in
one structure is concerned, except
that in some places better tenement
jaws are In operation under the direc-
tlon of competent officlals.

The question 18, can the integrity of
the American home be preserved in
the atmosphere and environment of
the crowded tenement and apartment
house? Many persons who  have
given eareful attention to varlous
phases of the question say that it can-
not; others are more hopeful, and in-
gist that while the changed conditions
of living are unfriendly to the preser-
vation of the best traditions and in-
fluences of our American home, yet
thers I8 no renson why the struggle
for the salvatlon of the home need bhe
abandoned.

That the home Is In danger there s
no doubt; that It can be rescued from
the danger that threatens is doubtful,
The best that ean be hoped for Is the
bringing to bear upon the home-life
of the crowded tenement, flat, and
apartment house such an array of
good Influences that the best will come
to supremacy in splte of every hostile
influence and tendency.

And just here is a superb fleld of
usefulness for the church, whose duty
it Is to create, project, and perpetuate
good Influences, to corréct an evil en-
vironment by making one that Is pure,
to encourage every upward tendency,
to give dignity and nobility to the
home atmosphere, and to safeguard
the interests of all the members of the
home circle, by casting about them
the strong, uplifting, and sheltering
arms of the church,

CAUSED FLURRY IN MONEY.

Report of Stock Market for
Just Passed.

Neéw York, Nov. 26.—The week In
the stock market was replete with
Interesting events, not the least of
these belng the call upon the govern-
ment banks by the secretary of the
treasury, causing o flurry In  money
and lower prices in the general list,
Recoveries came at the week's end
In some instances, notably the Uni-
ted States steel stocks and bonds, new
high records were recorded, Trading
was moderately large, though com-
mission houees reported little In-
crease of public demand. The opinion
prevails that conslderable liquidation
has taken place In the past fortnight,
and that the short Interest has In-
creased, The week brought numer-
ous offerings of new bond lssues.

Conditions in the steel and Jron
trade show steady [mprovement and
Is attested by higher prices for pro-
ducts, Reports agree that mercantlle
interests In almost every section are
satisfactory and that the demands
from thig source will be met with-
out n miterial advance in the rates
for time money. Rallroad returns
generally are better,

Union Seminary Is Orthodox and Re-

New York, Nov. 26.—Conslderable
8tir bhas been caused in church clreles
by reports from Pittaburg to the ef-
fect that announceément had been
miade there at a soclety functlon at-
tended by 100 ministers that Union
had discarded
the Westminlster confesslon of falth
and that the faculty of the semlinary
had accepted one of thelr own by a
untinimous vote,

that In connection with this, gifts to
the seminary aggregating $260,000
were also announced.

The Rev. Thomas H. Hastings, of
the Union theologleal seminary when
told of the report from Plttsburg de-
clared he did not belleve the state-
ment. Another member of the fao-
ulty sald that newly appolnted pro-
fessors  adopled the Westminister
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confession of falth in a general way
and he could not see how the con-
fesslon of faith could be discarded
when there was really no rigid con-
fession to  discard, Report of the
§260.000 gift also lacked confirmation.
